Rape victim 
^describes 
attacker 
to artist

BEERSHEBA. - The 18-year-old 
woman soldier who was raped and 
shot on August 16, some 14 
kilometres south of here, talked with 
* artist Menashe Kadishman from her 
hospital bed for several hours on 
Sunday, and in the end he was able 
to draw a portrait of tbe rapist. 

Police asked the public's help in 
identifying him. 

The man is believed to be 28 to 30 
years of age, of average height, fair- 
skinned and full-bodied with light 
brown hair. His Hebrew is fluent. 

Asked whether the man is Jewish, 
a police spokesman replied: “We 
aren't saying. We’re not excluding 
any possibility at this time, and we 
are investigating every piece of in- 
formation carefully.” 

The spokeswoman for the Soroka 
Medical Centre, where the rape vic- 
tim is recuperating from- surgery to 
remove a bullet from the right side of 
her brain, told The Jerusalem Post 
that the young woman has “many 
policemen around- her at all times, 
and a policewoman is with her 
around the dock. She is certainly 
able to talk." 

Southern District Police Com- 
mander Nitzav Rahamixn Comfort 
visited the soldier on Saturday, and 
next day arranged for his friend 
Kadishman to visit the woman. The 
two established a good rapport, and 
bit by bit put together a composite 
picture of the rapist. 

The man does not look like the 
“boy next door,” and police have no 
idea why the woman soldier agreed 
to get into his car, known to be a 
1985 white Subaru with grey in- 
terior. “We aren't certain whether 
she entered the car at the hitch- 
-hiking post or some time before, but 
'’we’re pretty sure that she was 
offered the ride even before she tried 
to hitch-hike, something that should 
be seen as a danger-sign by hitch- 
hiking women," a police source told 
The Post. 

Haim Shapiro adds: 

It isn’t only dangerous for a 
woman to hiich-hike, it is also 
against Jewish law. 

That, at least, is the opinion of Tel 

Aviv Chief Rabbi Haim David 
Halevy, who reissued his ruling on 
the matter following the Beersheba 
rape. The ruling was earlier pub- 
lished in a book of religious rulings 
on everyday matters. 

. "It is dear," he says, that it is 
^ forbidden for a woman to hitch-hike 
“in any place, at any time, and in any 
situation,” be. said. 


Moda’i on cabinet decision: 

Health budget aid 
a dangerous step

The decision to increase the 
Health Ministry budget could open 
the door for further demands from 
other ministers, and this could 
breach the budget framework. Fi- 
nance Minister Moda’i said yester- 
day. 

Moda’i was reacting to Sunday's 
cabinet decision to add $28 million to 
the Health budget to aid the Histad- 
rut health fund. (Related story, page 

“I am sony that ministers voted 
on this issue guided by non- 
economic considerations,” Moda’i 
said, hinting that the Labour Party 
ministers had voted in favour of tbe 
budget addition out of party consid- 
erations. 

He added that the responsibility 
for tbe future of the economy and 
the economic policy should be a 


collective .one, and not only of the 
finance minister. If the budget 
framework is not honoured, tbe eco- 
nomic plan will be jeopardized, he 
said. 

Meanwhile, representatives of the 
Civil Service Commission and the. 
public-sector unions yesterday en- 
ded tbe first phase of negotiations on 
public-sector dismissals. No accord 
was reached on tbe number of dis- 
missed workers. 

The commission will now continue 
with the second phase of the process, 
as stated in the labour-relations reg- 
ulations, which will entail two weeks 
of talks on the need to dismiss. In 
addition, a process of arbitration will 
start to try to reach an accord. 

It is expected that after 80 to 90 
{ days the commission will be able to. 
bring about the dismissals of about 
2,000 workers from the ministries 
according to the government plan. 


Modal to brief Shultz on 
economic recovery steps

WASHINGTON. -Finance Minis- 
ter Moda’i is scheduled to update 
Secretary of State George Shultz on 
the implementation of Israel’s latest 
economic recovery measures -when ' 
they meet here in Washington on 
September 6. 

Israeli officials yesterday said 
Moda’i is also likely to meet with 
Other admini stration officials, as 
well as with members of the Senate 
and House of Representatives. 

The finance minuter is coming to 
the U.S. primarily to address the 
1985 National Leadership Confer- 
ence of Israel Bonds in Detroit. 

Israeli officials said Moda’i is 
likely to meet with Treasury Secret- 
ary James Baker in October- rather 
than in early September - when the 
two attend the International Monet- 
ary Fund's annual meeting in Seoul, 
South Korea. 

Shultz, ah economist, has closely 
followed efforts by the national unity 


government to curb inflation and 
improve the balance of payments 
problems. 

U.S. officials, encouraged two 
months ago by the announcement of 
several major reforms, including 
additional budget cuts, have since 
been concerned over the govern- 
ment’s failure to implement those 
proposals more assertively. 

Earlier this month. President 
Reagan signed into law a two-year, 
S1.5 billion emergency economic aid 
grant for Israel. The first half - $750 
million - is expected to be made 
available shortly. The second half 
will be provided next year. 

When Congress reconvenes in 
early September from its summer 
recess, it will again take up foreign- 
aid legislation for the 1986 fiscal- 
year. ferae] is slated to receive $3b. 
in combined economic and military 
grants in that regular 1986 package. 

Moda’i will be the first of several 
Israeli leaders coming 1 to- Washing- 
ton in the coming weeks.

Penalties to increase for 
breaking closed accounts

The penalties charged by commer- 
cial banks for breaking deposits in 
dosed Fatam accounts will be in- 
creased as of Thursday. Yesterday 
the Bank of Israel announced that it 
was changing liquidity margin reg- 
ulations on these accounts, a step 
which will drive up the penalties. 

Hitherto the banks had charged 
1.6 per cent for breaking dosed 
Pataca deposits before termination 
of the one-year minimum period. 
The penalty will now vary with the 
rim e elapsing from the date the de- 
posit was opened and until it was 
dosed. 

Although the central bank only 
sets tbe liquidity rates, and does not 
set the penally figures, it is expected 
that account holders breaking their 
deposits before three months from 
their opening will have to pay an 8 
per cent penalty. 

The penalty for breaking deposits 
before the end of six months will be 
around 5.2 per cent. It will go down 
to 3.2 per cent for those holding the 
deposits for more than six months 
but less than nine months. The mini- 
mum penalty- 1.2 percent- will be 
paid by persons holding the deposit 
for nin e months but less than one 
year. 

The measure by the central bank 


represents another effort to remove 
some of the loopholes left by tbe 
government's economic programme 
plan. Tbe bank stressed that the 
changes will apply only to sums de- 
posited from Thursday on. 

The bank had blocked the pos- 
sible ty of depositing new sums in 
open Patam accounts with tbe imple- 
mentation of tbe government's eco- 
nomic plan. But the 1.6 per cent 
penalty was so low that it permitted 
the public to deposit money in closed 
accounts and withdraw it at a mini - 
mrfm cost after a short period. 

The central bank also announced 
that in 10 days it will drop the 
interest rate it charges commercial 
banks by 1 per cent. This step is 
expected to bring about a similar 
decrease in the interest rates the 
banks charge on loans and over- 
drafts. 


One hour to be cut 
fromIDFs workday.

Kohl to decide on dismissals 
after report on Spy scandal 


BONN (Reuter). - Chancellor Hel- 
mut Kohl will decide on possible 
dismissals in West Germany's 
gravest spy scandal after getting a 
detailed report this week, the gov- 
ernment said yesterday. 

As the scandal escalated with the 
arrest of a suspect in President 
Richard von Weizaecker's office, 
the government said a security check 
was ordered on top spy-catcher Hans 
Joachim Hedge three days before be 
defected to East Germany last week. 

In Cologne, police said they had 
reopened investigations into the 
death of Hedge's wife Ute in 1982 on 
suspicion he may have been re- 
sponsible. 

A government spokesman said 
Kohl received a preliminary report 
on the affair yesterday but would 
await a more detailed analysis later 
this week before acting. Tbe spokes- 
man said he would then consider 
whether to order dismissals. 

The opposition Social Democrats 
demanded that Interior Minister 
Friedrich Zinunermann accept full 
responsibility for the affair. Bnt 
Kohl's coalition allies, the Free 
Democrats, said they saw no reason 
for him to resign. 

An Interior Ministry spokesman 
said that the new head of counter- 
intelligence, Ludwig-Holger Pfahis. 
ordered a security check on Hedge 
three days before he vanished on 
August 19. 

He said Hedge was not told about 
the check but the ministry could not 
rule out that he had found' out. It was 
ordered not because he was sus- 
pected of being an agent but because 


senior officials were worried about 
his alcoholism, the spokesman said. 

East Berlin says Hedge, who was 
head of operations against East Ger- 
man espionage, has sought political 
asylum there. 


Jenin curfew eased 

West Bank 

terror probe - 
some progress

JENIN. - The security forces 
investigating Saturday's'terrorist 
attacks in the West Bank have 
made some progress in their 
attempts to find the assailants. 
No details, however, have yet 
been released. 

The Jerusalem Post was told that 
ballistic tests on the bullets that 
wounded Uri Ovad in Jenin are 
being carried out to establish if they 
were fired from the same .22 pistol 
used to assassinate Albert Bukhris in 
Nablus last month. 

The authorities have so far failed 
to trace the Mercedes car, bearing 
Nablus licence plates, used in the 
getaway from Tulkarm, where 
Andre Aloush was slain. Some 150 
cars have been examined in Nablus 
so far. Several more have to be 
checked. 

The curfew was still being en- 
forced in parts of Jenin as well as in 
Tulkarm. 

The curfew in Jenin wa eased 
following appeals by Mayor Abdal- 
lah Abdel Rahman Lehlouh and 
beads of the local Chamber of Com- 
merce. 

The Chamber of Commerce in 


Tulkarm has also asked the military 
authorities to lift the curfew there to 
relieve the difficulties this is creating 
for the inhabitants during the Id 
al-Adha holiday. 

Jenin's city centre was cordoned 
off with barbed wire and paratroop- 
ers. The metal shutters on the shops 
were down. 

However a quick drive through 
that area suggested it was possible lo 
sneak out of the curfew zone, and 
one source said there was plenty of 
time to flee the area on Saturday, 
before it was imposed. Most shops in 
tbe area not under curfew were 
closed and there was hardly any 
traffic. Children were playing foot- 
ball on tbe road to Nablus. In 
another yard children were at the 
swings. 

Jenin residents were free to go out 
of town and some did. This reporter 
who drove out of Jenin on a road 
encircling part of the city did not 
encounter any soldiers until reaching 
a roadblock several kilometres out 
of town. 

Soldiers checked Arab travellers’ 
identity papers and searched cars, 
but there was no registration of peo- 
ple leaving town - even if they were 
not residents. 


Expulsion order cancelled: 
Abu-Ziyad agrees to leave 


Jerusalem Pod Staff 
Convicted terrorist Khalil Abu- 
Ziyad. 38, from the village of Azar- 
iya near Jerusalem, is to leave the 
country tomorrow after the expul- 
sion order against him was cancelled 
under an agreement reached on-Sun- 
day between him and the military 
authorities. 

According to the agreement, 
Abu-Ziyad will leave the country 
voluntarily for a period of three 
years, during which he undertakes 
not to take part in any activity 


against the security of the state. 

After the three years are up, he 
will submit a request to return. The 
military authorities will consider the 
request and will try to respond 
“favourably” if Abu-Ziyad has met 
the terms of the agreement. 

With the cancellation of the expul- 
sion order, Abu-Ziyad’s appeal to 
the Supreme Court has also been 
withdrawn - an appeal which was to 
have been beard on Thursday.

Deputy IBA chairman David 
Adznon is to take up the issue with 
Tel Aviv Mayor Shlomo Lahat and 
the IBA management committee is 
to appeal to the Libi directorate to 
make ft possible for .the disabled to 
join the celebrations.

Lawyer accused of 
obstructing justice

Menahem Rubinstein, 38, from Tel 
Aviv, was accused yesterday along 
with two brothers, Nissim and 
Ya’aoov Alperon, of conspiring to 
commit a crime and obstructing jus- 
tice by suborning a witness in an 
earlier trial in which Rubinstein was 
defence attorney for the two 
brothers. 

The charge sheet filed at the Tel 
Aviv District Court .stated that 
charges were brought against the 
two brothers in March 1983 for 
blackmailing and attacking Aharon 
Cohen. Cohen, who had complained 
to police , was the prosecution's main 
witness in the trial. 

The prosecutor said yesterday that 
Rubinstein and the Alperons con- 
spired to force Cohen to reverse his 
testimony by threatening him. He 
said that when Cqhen appeared in 
court to testify against the brothers, 
they asked him into the courthouse 
men's room, threatened him, and 
told him to do exactly as their 
lawyers instructed. Rubinstein then 
entered die men's room, the pro- 
secutor said, and told Cohen how to 
answer the prosecutor’s questions. 
Cohen complied with the instruc- 
tions.

As part of government trip-freeze 

Cabinet bars Arens trip 
to Christian Zionists

The cabinet has twice turned 
down an invitation to Minister with- 
out Portfolio Moshe Arens to travel 
to Basel to address the International 
Christian Zionist Leadership Con- 
ference, in keeping with the curb on 
minis terial overseas trips until Octo- 
ber 1. 

Arens had been invited by the 
Christian Embassy to be the keynote 
speaker at the conference, which 
opens today, with all expenses paid 
by the Christian group. * 

Arens said he was ready to go. But 
the cabinet last week voted not to 
make an exception to the travel ban. 

After Chrikian Zionist Jan Van 
Der Hoeven protested, the director 
of Prime Minister Peres’s bureau, 
Boaz Applebaum, agreed to consult 
with the premier. It was put to an 
informal vote by phone and the 
ministers again decided not to allow 
the trip. 

Applebaum told The Jerusalem 
Post that it doesn’t matter who is 
actually paying for the trip- but how 
it looks. He added that ‘'good 
friends of Israel like the Christian 


Zionists should understand that 
Israel is taking emergency measures 
to cure the economy and that the 
ministers must be an example to the 
public.” He added that if the trip 
were to take place after October 1, it 
is likely that Arens would receive 
approval. v 

“Unfortunately, the Christian 
Embassy went first to Arens, who 
agreed to go, rather than first to the 
Prime Minister’s Office, which must 
first approve the trip and get cabinet 
authorization, and only then ask the 
minister involved,” Applebaum ex- 
plained. • 

Peres “has great esteem” for the 
pro-Israel Christian group and last 
year spoke before 6,000 of their 
pilgrims at the Sultan's Pool in Jeru- 
salem. He plans to do the same at a 
similar gathering this year, he con- 
tinued. 

The conference will reportedly be 
addressed by three ex-advisers to 
former prime minister Menahem 
Begin - Shame! Katz, who advised 
Begin on information, Harry Hur- 
witz, Katz’s successor, and Moshe 
Sharon, who advised Begin on the 
Arabs.

Income-tax man charged in bribe case 


TEL AVIV (Itim). - A 59-year-old 
income-tax official from Bat Yam 
was charged yesterday in the Tel 
Aviv District Court with accepting 
bribes, fraud and breach of trust. 

SanduZilbeiman was arrested fol- 
lowing a telecast several weeks ago 
on Kolbotek in which he was filmed 
with a hidden camera as he met with 
one of his “clients.”

Defence Minister Rabin was in- 
formed of the various stages of the 
negotiations, and approval was 
given by senior defence officials on 
Sunday evening. 

Security aides said yesterday that 
even though the expulsion order has 
been cancelled, the reasons for Abu- 
Ziyad’s expulsion still hold, and they 
stand by the charges made against 
Abu-Ziyad. 

Abu-Ziyad married recently, and 
his wife is in the late stages of 
pregnancy. Reportedly at this stage 
he wants to forego all political activ- 
ity, preferring to devote himself to 
his family in Jordan. His wife will 
join him there shortly. 


Abu-Ziyad was released from an 
Israeli jafl in 1980, after serving 10 
years for security offences. For the 
past two years he has been under 
house-arrest, with security forces 
charging that he was continuing to 
work as a PLO activist, using his 
East Jerusalem bookshop as a cover. 
He was served an expulsion order on 
August 8 under the government's 
new get-tough policy in the West 
Bank, and has been held in the 
RarnaD ah jail pending the outcome 
of his Supreme Court appeal.

U.S. investor ready to return 
if progress on Ata is reached

HAIFA. - American manufacturer 
Jack Nasser is due to leave Israel 
today - still without any agreement 
over his proposal to purchase the 
bankrupt Ata textile concern. 

But Nasser told The Jerusalem 
Post that he would return if there 
were any new developments over his 
offer. 

The Treasury is reportedly pre- 
pared to contribute $12 million to- 
wards saving foe firm -52.5 m. short 
of what Nasser had requested. 

Negotiations between Nasser's 
representatives, the Histadnit. Bank 


Leumi and the Treasury are con- 
tinuing in a bid to bridge the gap. 

Despite his willingness to return. 
Nasser was not overly optimistic that 
a solution would be reached, saying 


he had expected the government to 
make more of an effort towards 
saving foe jobs of the nearly 1500 
workers in the Ata concern, includ- 
ing its workshops and Teta retail 
stores. 

Under his proposal. Nasser, head- 
fog a consortium, would have in- 
jected 540 m. into renovating and 
revitalizing Ata. The plan included 
transferring parts of the production 
side from foe Kurdaneh factory and 
incorporating them into a single pro- 
cess at foe Kuyat Ata plant. 

Haifa Labour Council official 
Avxaham Hameiri said that if efforts 
to raise foe extra capital do not 
■succeed within the next two days, the 
Histadrut will begin negotiations 
with the gov e rnm ent over ensuring 
severance payments and other be- 
nefits for the Ata workers. 


Psychiateic, geriatric hospitalsget cash

At the request of Health Minister 
Mordechai Gur and Director-

geriatric and psychiatric hospitals 
yesterday were foe first to benefit 
from Sunday's cabinet decision for 
an infusion of cash into the country's 
financially ailing health-care system. 


Those hospitals are to get .151.7 
billion, which is half the amount the 
government and Kupat Holim Cialit 


owe them in hospitalization fees. 

It is hoped that the balance of the 
debt would be covered today or 
tomorre w. the Health Ministry 
spokesman said. 

The association of directors of the 
private hospitals were meeting last • 
night to discuss the development. 
Last week they said they would be 
unable to continue serving foeir pa- 
tients if they did not immediately get 
money to pay their suppliers and 
laundries. 


Survivors persist in Mengele search 


ASHKELON (Itim). - A group of 
Auschwitz survivors has announced 
that a conference will be held in 
November in the U.S. to discuss 
whether or not Dr. Josef Mengele - 
Auschwitz’s notorious ” Angel of 
Death" - is actually dead. 

The three-day conference is being 
sponsored by foe Israeli section of 
the organization Candies, formed 
last year by survivors of Mengele's 
sadistic experiments on twins. 

Candles's representative Miriam 
Zeiger said that although foe U.S. 


government has dropped its search 
for Mengele and that other organiza- 
tions have also come to believe that 
it was indeed Mengele’s body that 
was exhumed several months ago in 
Brazil . many Auschwitz survivors do 
not accept this. 


Those invited to the conference 
include pathologists, anthropolog- 
ists. Nazi-hunters. journalists, peo- 
ple who have encountered Mengele 
in recent years, as well as his victims 
at Auschwitz. 


ShUansky denied bid for free access to prisons 


TEL AVTV (Itim). - Likud MK Dc*v 
Shilansky was rebuffed yesterday by 
Police Minister Haim Bar-Lev in his 
demand/for MKs to have unlimited 
and unconditional access to prisons 
and other police facilities. 

In a meeting here' between Bar- 
Lev and the Knesset Interior and 
Police Committee, committee chair- 
man Shilansky insisted it is the “right 
and duty” of the committee to visit 
the unit for fraud investigation fol- 
lowing the suicide of financier 
Michael Albin. who was being ques- 


tioned there. 


Shilansky said be had requested 
permission to inspect the unit, but 
had been turned down. “What are 
they afraid we'll see there?” Shilans- 
ky asked Bar-Lev. “I am sure that 
there are no torture chambers in foe 
unit.” 

Bar-Lev and the committee 
agreed to. set up a joint panel to 
define rules for MKs' visits to police 
facilities. saying that these must be 
coordinated with foe police. 


Father’s grave unites brothers after 46 years 


LONDON (AP). - A father’s grave 
united his sons who for 46 years had 
believed each other dead at the 
hands of the Nazis. 


The story that began a month ago 
in a Jewish cemetery in Warsaw 
came to its joyful conclusion at a 
champagne party in London on Sun- 
day night, with Samson, Israel and 
Jacob Altman together again, hug- 
ging, kissing and weeping. 

On July 29, Samson Altman, 66, a 
semi-retired London cab driver, vi- 
sited his father’s grave in Warsaw 
and was surprised to find it well- 
tended.

Poland’s once great Jewish com- 
munity has dwindled to a few hun- 
dred. and most Jewish graves have 
lapsed into neglect. Bat what 
astounded Samson Altman was the 
discovery that his own name had 
been carefully daubed on his father's 
tombstone. 

He asked the warden what it 
meant. A couple of years earlier, foe 
warden replied, a man from Sweden 
had visited the grave and had written 
the names of Samson and the rest of 
the Altman family on the tomb in 
black paint. 

The father, who died before 
World War n, was the only member 
of the family to be given a proper 
burial. The rest, it was assumed, had 
died in the war and foe concentra- 
tion camps. 

The warden dug the gentleman’s 
name out of his files. It was Jacob 
Altman, Samson’s brother, living in 
the Goteborg area of Sweden. 

“It seemed impossible. I thought 
Jacob was dead," he recalled later. 
“I was so excited, I ran five 
kilometres to the post office to send 


a telegram to Jacob. They said it 
would get there in the morning. In 
my hotel, I couldn't sleep. I was 
nervous, weeping, pacing about the 
room. 

“Next morning, no call. I couldn't 
eat. All I could do was pace up and 
down. Twelve o’clock, still nothing. 
Then finally at 5 p.m. the phone 
rings, and a voice says in Yiddish. 
‘Shims heb (Samson), where have 
you been? I haven’t seen you for 46 
years...’ It was Jacob, and we both 
started crying. He was still not cer- 
tain, and he was ducking me by 
asking me details - what was our 
father's name, how old was be. and 
so on. I told him. father was Mor- 
dechai, died at age 92. all the de- 
tails." 

From Jacob he learned that his 
brother Israel was also alive. The 
two brothers had settled in Sweden 
after spending World War II in 
Buchenwald and Maidanek concen- 
tration camps. Two other brothers. 
Shmulik and Yosek. a sister. Adele. 
and their mother Rosa, perished in 
the Warsaw Ghetto uprising in 1943. 


Samson Altman had joined the 
Polish Free Army under British 
command and readied Palestine be- 
fore the Nazis could get him. After 
the war he settled in London. 

“For a long time I tried to find my 
family," he said. “Who didn't 1 write 
to? Tire International Red Cross, the 
Salvation Army, Jewish newspapers 
everywhere, foe Committee for Lost 
People in Warsaw, and they all told 
me my whole family perished in the 
Warsaw Ghetto.” 

When the Red Cross in Warsaw 
told him once again in 1980 that none 
of the Altmans had survived, Sam- 
son gave up. 

Until July 29. standing at his 
father's grave in Warsaw. 

On Sunday night, Jacob, 70, and 
Israel,' 75. arrived from Sweden for 
foe reunion. At the airport, Samson 
was nervous again, peering down the 
arrivals corridor, fearful he would 
not recognize his brothers. 

But recognition came instantly, 
and the brothers fell into each 
other's arms, smothering each other 
with kisses.

Court ruling could boost 
salaried workers’ pensions

BEERSHEBA (Itim). - If an em- 
ployer automatically gives workers a 
pay supplement for “overtime” ev- 
ery month, without any connection 
to whether the workers actually put 
in extra hours, the supplement must 
be considered part of foe pay for 
computing workers’ pensions, 
according to a recent ruling by the 
Beersheba District Labour Court. 

Likewise, so-called “production 
bonuses" given to workers regard- 
less of foeir output must also be 
figured as part of salaries for pension 
purposes. 

Such mis-named supplements 
have been used by employers to 
boost salaries when legal restrictions 
or labour agreements prevented 
them from simply awarding rises. 

The court's ruling is likely to serve 
as a basis fin- future suits by workers 
demanding that foeir employers in- 
clude such bonuses when they calcu- 
late foeir contributions to pension 
funds. In the past, these bonuses 
have not usually been considered for 
pension purposes. • 

The ruling was given in foe case of 
Ashdod port worker, Moshe Feiblo 
vitefa, who retired on an early pen- 
sion two years ago. Feiblovitch sued 
the Ashdod port management and 
the Ports Authority, claiming that 
his pension was 20 per cent smaller 
than it should have been because two 


supplements to his salary had not 
been inducted in pension calcula- 
tions. 

Feiblovitch began working in the 
port in 1966. In 1979. he was granted 
a 10 per cent pay supplement. Later 
a second supplement of the same sizj^ 
was added to his pay when his poslr 
tion was eliminated and he wen 
moved to a new job in the port. He 
was later moved to yet another job, 
but continued to receive the two 
supplements. 

The port management said that 
the supplements were not perma- 
nent ones, and that it therefore was 
not required to consider them for 
pension purposes. 

Judge Yosef Rabi ruled that if a 
pay supplement is given without it 
being conditional on something 
done by foe individual worker, it 
must be considered a permanent 
increase regardless of what it is cat- 
led by the employer. “It’s a known 
fact that foe state and other em- 
ployers have made payments to 
workers for reasons completely 
different that the name given to the 
payment,” the judge noted. 

Rabi said that if foe supplements 
given to Feiblovitch had been linked 
to his position or his output, he 
would not have continued to receive 
them when he was moved to a new 
position in foe port.

Clothing exports jump

Exports of dothfag showed a “re- 
markable” rise of 23 per cent last 
month, the Industry and Trade 
Ministry reported yesterday . 

Hanna Weiss, deputy director of 
the textile division, said that S23.4 
mini on worth of woven and knitted 
wearing apparel were sold to over- 
seas customers in July compared 
with $18.9 million in July of last year. 

She attributed foe expansion to 
the strengthening of foe European 
currencies and the continuing 
growth of the U.S. market’s share in 
Israel’s total exports of textiles and 
clothing. The American market’s 
share already exceeds 25 per cent of 
that total. 

According to Weiss, foe improve- 
ment in the value of European cur- 
rencies that began in the second 
quarter of this year could be a “turn- 
ing point" for the country’s textile 
and clothing industry.. If the im- 
provement continues and the U.S.- 
Israel Free Trade Area arrangement 
fulfils the hopes pinned on it, there is 
a good chance that exports could 
return to foeir high levels of 2981. 
she said. 


She said capital investment m the 
sector’s industries in recent years has 
begun to pay off in the form of 
increased production. Another fac- 
tor in the boosting of clothing ex- 
ports has been foe weakening of the 
home market as the government's 
new economic programme takes 
hold. 

An Israel fashion week will be 
held in New York City next month, 
with foe central theme beingthe high 
quality of Israeli-made clothing.

said in an interview with Kol Yisrael 
yesterday that the demand to rehire 
the teachers win not be met because 
they are not needed. He added that 
the threat not to open the schools, on 
Sunday is equivalent to cutting off 
the electricity supply as a weapon in 
a labour dispute. * 

A spokeswoman for the Histadrut 
Teachers Union said union leaders 
were told they will be called to a 
negotiating session after the ministe- . 
rial meeting today, but she did not 
know whether the bargaining talks 
would take place today or tomor- 
row. 

The rival Secondary School 


Teachers Association has 
announced that its members will 
begin work on Sunday as scheduled. 

The Association of Private Kin- 
dergartens, meanwhile, sent Navon 
a telegram yesterday stating that the 
kindergartens may not open on Sun- 
day 'if they are not allowed to raise 
their prices. 

The Education Ministry approved 
a 15 per cent increase to compensate 
for price rises in the economy in June 
and July, but the Finance Ministry 
refuses to allow the private kinder- 
gartens to add this 15 per cent to 
their prices. The Association has 
invited representatives of its mem- 


bership to an emergency meeting 
here tomorrow. 

The women's organizations which 
run the day-care centres announced 
thar they too would strike the centres 
on September 1 if they don't get a 12 
per cent rise in fees. This rise was 
approved by the Ministries of 
Labour and Finance, but the Labour 
Ministry will now allow only a 4 per 
cent increase. 

The organizations say they sent 
1.5 billiub idst year to plug deficits 
resulting from fee freezes during the 
package deals, and cannot continue 
to run the centres unless either the 
parents pay more or the government 
subsidizes them. 


Peretz: ‘Stop Likud-Labour mudsUnging 9

* zhak Peretz said yesterday that his 
party is still firmly in favour of a 
national unity government, and cal- 
led on his Likud and Labour col- 
leagues to stop attacking one 
another and to get on with the task of 
governing. 

Interior Minister Peretz warned 
that if the mud-slinging continues 
there is no doubt it will result in the 
dismantling of the national unity 
government. 

Peretz, speaking during a visit 
here where he was foe guest of 
Mayor Aiyeh Gurel, was optimistic 
that foe coalition would not collapse. 


Both the major parties are aware, he 
said, that there is not alternative. 

Shas is not conducting any nego- 
tiations with either of the other two 
parties towards forming a narrow- 
based coalition and does not want to 
do so, he added. 

Peretz also denounced foe beating 
up of a policeman by nltra-Orthodox 
members of Jerusalem’s Mea 
She’arim neighbourhood and other 
violent acts m that area recently. 

Although not naming foe neigh- 
bourhood, foe minis ter made it dear 
he was referring to Mea She’azim, 
saying he had been deeply pained by 
recent incidents and violent acts in 
“a Jerusalem neighbourhood.” 


(Yesterday, a Mea She'arim resi- 
dent arrested in connection with 
beating a policeman Friday was re- 
leased on IS5OO,0OO.bail.) 

Peretz expressed his total opposi- 
tion to all forms of violence, whoev- 
er the perpetrators. He praised 
Haifa as an example of a city whose 
Jews and Arabs, Christians and 
Moslems, Orthodox and secular live 
in peaceful co-existence. 

He was less complimentary, 
however, about the city’s plans to 
operate its controversial Bat Galim- 
to-Stella Maris cable car on Shabbat. 

Peretz, who later in the day visited 
foe upper te rminal of the project as 
part of his tour of Haifa, maintained 


that Shabbat operations would 
offend religious Jews throughout the 
country and would break the staths 
quo. 

Mayor Gurel reiterated his opin- 
ion that the cable car would have to 
run on Saturdays to ensure its econo- 
mic viability. 

Peretz revealed that foe govern- 
ment is considering an overall policy 
to tackle illegal building of homes by 
Arabs ^ especially in Upper Galilee. 
Several homes that had been con- 
structed without building permits 
had been demolished, but this 
method of dealing with foe situation 
had to be handled carefully, he 
added.

“At present the law does not en- 
able foe police to prevent Kahane 
from demonstrating, or to stop him 
from saying, as he did in a rally in 
. Acre, “good evening to the Jews and 
h black evening to foe Arab dogs,” 
.Police Minister Haim Bar-Lev said 


yesterday. 

“Kahane had a permit to demons- 
trate in Givatayim and X am sorry 
that foe Givatayim people, including 
dty officials and Knesset Members, 
violated the terms of their permit.” 

Unfortunately they did not con- 
trol their audience, Bar-Lev con- 
tinued, adding he hopes foe Knesset 
wOl pass a bill to prevent Kahane 
demonstrations “on such a basis.” 

Yaron yesterday denied having hit 
Kahane, arid Stanzler filed a com- 
plaint with the police against 
Kahane's aide Baruch Marzel who 
allegedly hit people and cursed foe 
Hano’ar Ha’oved Histadrut youth 
movement members taking part in 
foe counter-demonstration.

New immigrant pupils, going into 
junior high and high schools have 
also been invited to foe expo to meet 
with members of their peer groups 
who have been in Israel for upwards 
of a year and have integrated into foe 
school system. 


American investors here 
to help promote tourism

Tour- 
ism Ministry regulations have made 
it impossible for sucb hotels to re- 
ceive ministry grading and recom- 
mendations.

‘Autopsy restrictions hurt Israeli medicine’ 


By LEA LEV AVI 

TEL AVIV. - The level of Israeli 
medicine has been lowered by 
limitations placed on autopsies. Dr. 
Arie Shafrir. deputy director of 
Rothschild Hospital in Haifa, told a 
press conference here yesterday. 

'•Without autopsies doctors* can- 
not learn from their mistakes.'' Shaf- 
rir said. “Mortality committees, 
where patient deaths are discussed 
and errors in diagnosis and treat- 
ment are analysed" are a nightmare 
for foe doctor involved but an impor- 
tant tool for increasing medical 
knowledge - and they are a tool you 
can't use without autopsies. Today 
the family has to grant permission 


for an autopsy. If they don't, the case 
is lost." he said. 

The press conference was called to 
preview the First international Con- 
gress on Hospital Law Procedures 
and Ethics, to be held at the Tel Aviv 
Carlton from September 8 through 
12 . 

“The emphasis is always put on 
medical malpractice,” Shafrir said. 
“But we must realize there is a 
potential for nurses, physiotherap- 
ists and other hospital staff to make 
mistakes for which they are legally 
accountable... Hospital administra- 
tors usually talk about costs and 
other management issues; this is an 
opportunity to focus on a different 


side of hospital management.” 

Yoel Levy, a lawyer specializing in 
medical issues, mentioned some of 
the other issues which wiD come up 
at the congress. “Sometimes you will 
hear a doctor say that his conscience 
doesn't allow him to stop treating a 
patient even if all he is doing is 
prolonging the process of dying. 
Sometimes, the physician is unaware 
that there are cases in which the law 
gives the patient the right to decide 
for himseLF.” 

Legal problems involved in organ 
transplants wflJ be discussed, as will 
problems of medical technology, 
such as who gets a frozen embryo if 
the parents divorce. 


Ex-South Africans form ‘friendship league’

single possible exception of Kenya, 
the only other country on the entire 
African continent which has shown 
unwavering friendship for Israel has 
been foe Republic of South-Africa.”

“wishful thinking, dreams and illu- 
sions.” 


The group will not take a stand on 
apartheid since this is an internal 
South African matter, he said. 

But Ben-Ami did point out that 
during his visits to many countries in 
Black Africa, where he worked as an 
agricultural expert, he had been told 
that “most blacks prefer a full sto- 
mach, which they can get in foe 
Republic of South Africa, to mal- 
nutrition in most of tne black coun- 
tries.”

swissair 
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Report clears agents 
in Greenpeace sinking 


PARIS (Reuter). - An official re- 
port yesterday gave a qualified “not 
guilty" verdict on allegations that 
die French secret service sank the 
Greenpeace ship Rainbow Warrior 
in New Zealand last toonth. 

"In the present state of my in- 
formation I do not believe there was 
any official French responsibility,” 
retired Gaullist civil servant Bernard 
Tricot said. 

Tricot said he was certain the 
French government did not order 
the sabotage of the vessel and there 
was “no reason to believe” the 
French secret service, the DGSE, 
told its agents in New Zealand to 
exceed orders to spy on and infiltrate 
Greenpeace. 

Tricot said that “in the present 
state of my information'' be believed 
in the innocence of two French 
agents who are to face trial in New 
Zealand on charges of blowing up 
the Rainbow Warrior on July 10 and 
murdering a crew member. 

He expressed a similarly qualified 
belief in the innocence of three more 
DGSE agents whose arrest has been 
sought by New Zealand. 

The three men, in hiding since 
they disappeared with their charter 
yacht a few days after the sinking, 
reappeared in Paris yesterday and 
surrendered to police but were set 
free after an identity check, the state 


prosecutor’s office said. 

Tricot was named to investigate 
the affair on August S, four weeks 
after the bombing, when the first 
reports in the Paris press suggested 
the DGSE was involved. 

He hedged his conclusions at 
several points with wa rnings that bis 
information was incomplete. 

Evidence supplied by New Zea- 
land was omitted from Tricot's re- 
port at the request of the Wellington 
government, which asked for it to be 
kept secret because of the pending 
trial. 

Tricot said the DGSE was ordered 
by Defence Minister Charles Hernu 
on March 4 to step up its surveillance 
of Greenpeace. The plan, involving 
the chartering of a yacht and extra 
expenses, was approved by Presi- 
dent Francois Mitterrand's chief 
military aide. 

The head of the DGSE told Tricot 
that his agents were authorized not 
only to spy on Greenpeace but to 
infiltrate it and “consider'’ ways of 
countering it. 

Tricot said he was initially worried 
by the ambiguity of this expression 
and also by an underlined reference 
in a Defence Ministry memorandum 
to the need to “anticipate" Green- 
peace protest actions against French 
nudear tests in Polynesia. 


1,405 murderers 
execution in U.S. 

WASHINGTON (Reuter). - A re- 
cord 1,405 inmates were awaiting 
execution in 32 state prisons 
throughout the U.S. at the end of 
1984, the Justice Department said 
yesterday. 

The Bureau of Justice Statistics, 
the department's information- 
gathering arm, said ail death-row 
inmates had been convicted of mur- 
der. All but 17 are men and about 
half are white between the ages of 25 
and 34. 

Electrocution and lethal injection 
are the most common methods of 


areawaiting 

prisons 

execution, followed by lethal gas 
permitted in eight states, hanging in 
four states and firing squad in three 
states, the report said. 

While the government report co- 
vered only 1984, statistics compiled 
by the National Association for the 
Advancement of Coloured people 
showed 16 executions so far this year 
and an increase on death row to 
1,540 inmates. 

Capital punishment was rein- 
stated in the U.S. by the Supreme 
Court in 1976. 


Punjab security tight after Sikhs kill two 


NEW DELHI (Reuter). - Security 
was tightened in Punjab yesterday 
after Sikh gunmen killed two Hindus 
in a fresh outbreak of extremist 
violence, while authorities started 
preparations for next month's state 
elections. 

Police said police and paramilitary 
patrols were stepped up, and troops 
marched through the Sikh holy city 
Amritsar after three Sikhs pursued 
two Hindus riding a scooter near a 
Punjafr village, shot them, ands trip- 
ped the corpses of jewelry. 


The killings last night were the 
first since moderate Sikh leader Har- 
c han d Singh Longowal was mur- 
dered last Tuesday by extremist gun- 
men. A third Hindu riding a bicycle 
escaped the attack by jumping into 
an open drain. 

The attack at Sarhali village, 40 
kilometres from Amritsar, .took 
place hours before nominations be- 
gan for the September 25 elections to 
•Punjab’s -117-state assembly and 13 
national parliament seats. 


Solidarity leader says union still strong 


NEW YORK (AP). - There are 
50,000 to 70,000 fuUrtime activists 
participating in Poland’s under- 
ground Solidarity movement, a 
leader of the movement said in an 
interview published yesterday. 

In his first face-to-face interview 
with the western press in three years. 
Zbigniew Bujak, 30, also told News- 
week magazine, "Those who work 
with us from time to time number 
about 200.000 to 250,000." 

“We have quite a few problems," 
he was quoted as saying, “But this 
cannot weaken a union that has so 
many members." 

“I am ready for a long struggle, a 


fight which may end up in anything, 
even jail. 1 expect it to last 10 to 15 
years," he said. “(But) something 
will certainly move. I am convinced I 
am going to see it.” 

The magazine did not say where 
Bujak was when the interview was ‘ 
conducted. 

Newsweek said Bujak, described 
as Poland's most wanted criminal, 
has managed to elude the police 
since 1981- 

The Solidarity leader said he sup- 
ports evolutionary change toward a 
democratic Poland, but' “not so 
slowly as to extend for decades." 


Superpowers 
talldug grain 
despite strain 

MOSCOW (Reuter). - U.S. Agri- 
culture Secretary John Block, trying 
to improve the strained superpower 
climate, had a busy round of talks 
with Soviet officials yesterday focus- 
ing on Soviet purchases of American 
grain. 

U.S. officials say Block’s visit 
shows that Moscow and Washington 
are doing business as usual despite 
tension over arms and charges that 
KGB security police used potentially 
hazardous dust to track U.S. diplo- 
mats in Moscow. 

The Soviet Union, after a series of 
poor harvests, bought a record 55 
million tons of U.S. grain last year. 

U.S. officials expect the total to 
decline this year to about 40 million 
tons if Soviet farmers gather in the 
190 milli on-ton harvest estimated by 
the U.S. Department of Agricul- 
ture. 


Tutu’s son arrested for 
cursing white policeman 


JOHANNESBURG. - The son of 
Nobel laureate Bishop Desmond 
Tutu was arrested under state-of- 
emergency law's and imprisoned 
yesterday after he allegedly swore at 
a white policeman, his lawyer said. 

Trevor Tutu, a 29-vear-old 
account executive with a Johannes- 
burg advertising company, was held 
under emergency regulations at 
Diepkloof Prison" in Soweto, and 
police intend to keep him for 14- 
days. his lawyer said. 

In the Indian Ocean port of Dur- 
ban. police arrested the white direc- 
tor of a church-supported 
community-services agency despite 
objections from Southern Africa's 
ranking Roman Catholic 
Archbishop Denis Hurley. 

Meanwhile, three EC ministers 
have set out on an unprecedented 
joint mission to South Africa this 
week, mandated to urge an end to 


apartheid but split on whether to use 
economic sanctions to press for 
change. 

The so-called "troika" of the Ita- 
lian. Luxembourg and Dutch foreign 
ministers - previous, current and 
next holders of the community’s 
rotating presidency - will meet 
opposition leaders as well as Presi- 
dent P.W. Botha and members of his 
white minority government during 
the. four-day trip. 

They have publicly asked to meet 
Nelson Mandela, jailed black leader 
of tiie outlawed African National' 
Congress, who has been in prison for 
.25 years and refuses to renounce 
violent revolution to overthrow 
white rule. 

Mandela's daughter yesterday 
said the U.S. should intensify press- 
ure on the South African govern- 
ment to free her father and others. 


JAL pilot didn’t know plane’s tail had fallen off 


TOKYO (AP). - A more detailed 
transcript of conversations between 
ground controllers and crew mem- _ 
bers of a doomed jetliner appears to 
confirm that they died unaware the 
tail fin had been stripped away, 
making it uncontrollable. 

The transcript, released late Sun- 
day by the Transport Ministry, also 
shows that a crucial decision by the ' 
crew to turn right for an attempted 
return to Tokyo's Haneda Airport 
was made in the cockpit, not by 
ground controllers. 

The right turn put the crippled 
Japan Air Lines plane on an errant 
course that eventually carried it 
northward into mountains where it 
crashed, killing all but four of the 524 


people aboard. 

A senior JAL captain said earlier 
that if Flight 123 had instead turned 
left over the Pacific Ocean, there 
was a chance that it might eventually 
have ditched in the water, perhaps 
resulting in considerably less loss of 
life. 

The new transcripts, screened to 
e limina te extraneous noise, added 
little else that was not previously 
known about events leading up to 
aviation history's worst single-plane 
disaster. 

According to the trdu script, the 
pilot. Capt. Masami Takahama. 49. 
made the right-turn decision, which 
was then approved by ground con- 
trollers. 


Takahama apparently did not know 
that he already had loss most of his 
vertical fin and rudders. That plus 
the ensuing loss of hydraulic controls 
meant be could not make the ample 
U-turn that would have taken him 
directly back to Haneda. 

Police said a total of 492 bodies 
had been recovered by Monday 
afternoon, and 82 identified at tem- 
porary morgues in Fujioka City, 40 
kilometres to the east. 

JAL meanwhile has issued instuc- 
tions to some 21.000 employees and 
affiliated workers worldwide to 
avoid drinking parties or other pub- 
lic activities that might offend the 
sensibilities of families bereaved by 
the crash. 


North, South Korea 
renew Red Cross talks 

SEOUL (AP). - A South Korean 
Red Cross delegation crossed the 
border at Panmunjom yesterday for 
talks in Pyongyang on the proposed 
reunion of family members sepa- 
rated by the division of the Korean 
peninsula. 

It was the first visit by South 
Koreans to the North Korean capital 
in 12 years, since the seventh round 
of full-dress Red Cross talks broke 
off in 1973. 

South Korean officials said dele- 
gates from the two Red Cross 
societies were committed to endors- 
ing an agreement exchanged in ear- 
lier talks in Seoul in May on the 
exchange of hometown visitors and 
artists to mark the 40th anniversary 
of the peninsula's liberation from 
Japan. 

Wight Stalker* linked 
to 14 California killings 

LOS ANGELES (AP). - A killer 
dubbed the “Night Stalker” who 
terrorizes suburban homes at night 
has been linked to 14 murders from 
Los Angeles to San Francisco. 

The “night stalker” struck again 
on Sunday, shooting a man and 
sexually attacking a woman, the 34th 
and 35th attacks attributed to the 
serial killer, police said. 

The Orange County Sheriffs 
office said a woman called to say her 
boyfriend had been shot by a man in 
their Mission Viejo home, 88 
kilometres southeast of Los 
Angeles. The man suffered a bullet 
wound co the head and the woman 
was sexually attacked, said Olson. 


10 Tamil guerrillas die in jungle fight 


COLOMBO (Renter). - Security 
forces killed 10 Tamil separatist 
guerrillas in a jungle battle in eastern 
Sri Lanka yesterday while in the 
north rebels held op a train, the 
defence ministry said. 

Meanwhile Tamils demonstrated . 
in three northern towns to protest 
against the expulsion of three guer- 
rilla leaders from India. 

A defence minis try spokesman 


said the 10 guerrillas were killed in a 
clash when troops were searching 
the jungles of the eastern' province's 
Ampara district. 

The guerrillas held up a train 
yesterday in the northern province 
and seized the Sinhalese driver. He 
was released unharmed two hours 
later and the train resumed its jour- 
nev. 


Ugandan peace talks begin in Nairobi 


NAIROBI (Reuter). - Talks to try 
to end more than 20 years of blood- 
shed in Uganda began in the Kenyan 
capital yesterday between the new 
mili tary rulers and anti-government 
guerrillas. 

Western diplomats said prospects 
were improved by Sunday night's 


sacking of the army's prime minister. 
Paulo Muwanga. Rebels had criti- 
cized him for his role as defence 
minister under arch-foe Milton 
Obote. toppled as president in a July 
27 coup. 

A rebel spokesman- said Muwan- 
ga's dismissal made no difference. 


Chinese troops aid earthquake victims 


PEKING (AP). - Relief workers 
distributed white burial cloth for tire 
dead and troops began building 
makeshift shelters for 16.000 home- 
less yesterday following a major ear- 
thquake in-northwest China. 

Local authorities in Xinjiang 
Uighur autonomous region revised 
the death toll from Friday's disaster 


to 63. although the State Seismolo- 
gjcal Bureau in Peking said the offi- 
cial figure remained 60 dead. 

Thirteen medical teams. Including 
army medics, worked to prevent the 
outbreak of infectious diseases 
among the Moslem herdsmen who 
survived the jolt of .7.4 on the Rich- 
ter scale.

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PEKING (AP). - Most of China's 
230 emperors died young, and in 
some cases it was because they mar- 
ried as boys or had too many con- 
cubines and lost their strength, the 
official Peking Review said yester- 
day. 

Quoting from an historical jour- 
nal, the weekly said there are accu- 
rate records for 209 of the 230 
emperors who ruled China between 
the Chin and Chine dynasties (221 
B.C.E. to 1911 C.EJ. ' 

They show that the average age 
for emperors to die was 39.2 years. 
Only four rulers lived past 80. 

Sixty-five emperors were mur- 
dered or committed suicide, espe- 
cially during the southern and north- 
ern dynasties of 420-589 C.E. . 

“Young marriages and polygamy 


were other likely causes of early 
deaths." the report said. 

“In ancient China, princes mar- 
ried when they were between 11 and 
14. which undoubtedly affected their 
physical development. ' 

“Emperors possessed dozens of 
concubines and regularly indulged in 
sensual pleasures, which not only 
made them die young, but also pro- 
duced weak offspring.'' 

Six Tang Dynasty (618-907 C.E.). 
emperors died from taking too much 
“elixir of life,” a compound of mer- 
cury. zinc and arsenic, the report 
said. 

The Dowager Empress. Tzu-Hsi 
abdicated on behalf of the last 
emperor, a Manchu infant named 
Pu-Yi. in February 1912.

Zola cracks record for 5,000 m. 


LONDON (Reuter). - Zola Budd 
, slashed nearly 11 seconds off the 
world-record for the women’s 5.000 
metres and beat former holder Ing- 
rid Kristiansen of Norway into a 
distant second place at Crystal 
Palace yesterday. 

The 19-year-old South African- 
born Budd. who was granted British 
citizenship last year, clocked 14 mi- 
nutes 48.07 seconds to demolish 
Kristiansen's former mark of 
14:58.99 by 10.82 seconds. Kristian- 
sen, 29, was second some 50 metres 
behind but her time of 14:57.43 also 
broke her former record, set in Oslo 
in June last year. 

Budd, running barefoot, shared 
tiie lead with Kristiansen through 
the first eight laps but made her 
move with four laps to go and surged 
away. 

“Ingrid and I didn't set out to 
break the world record but I am 
really pleased that I did,” Budd said 


later. “If it weren't for Ingrid, it 
wouldn't hare been so fast. We 
helped each other a great deal in the 
early part of the race. I wasn't think- 
ing about lap times. I just ran asT 
felt-” 

Budd’s victory capped a 
tremendous improvement in her 
running in recent weeks after defeats 
and disappointing times in several 
races earlier this year. 

“I started off badly, but I’m glad 
I’ve won a few races now.” she said. 
“T think my attitude has changed in 
the last few races. I am running more 
aggressively and am enjoying racing 
more now.”

, .THE APPELLANT was- the assis- 
- tant to the general manager of the 
Vegetable Marketing Board. The 
respondent, a journaiist, published 
■’ an article in- the newspaper, 
_ Ha’aretz, stating that the appellant 
bad been accused by another board 
official Of forgmg a dcHcumenf and 
da m a g i n g the fight against agricultu- 
S xal smuggling. 

r ' It was alleged that the appellant 
bad added material -to a document 
signed before him by the official, 
after he had signed it, which com- 
pletely changed its meaning. 

In a further article published a few 
days later the respondent stated that 
a complaint in regard to the forgery 
had been made to the police. 

The appellant filed a criminal 
complaint against the respondent in 
the Magistrates Court under section 
6 of the Defamation Law of 1965 
. which provides that “A person who, 
with intent to injure, publishes de- 
famatory matter to two or more 
persons, other than the injured par- 
i ty, shall be liable to imprisonment 
for a term of one year. ” 
l , Under section 7 of the Law, the 
l publication of defamatory matter to 
one or more persons, other than the 
injured party, is a civil wrong. 

“Defamatory matter” is defined 
W in section I of the Law as “anything 
the publication of which may: lower 
a person in the estimation of others 
or expose him to hatred, contempt 
or ridicule on their part; b ring a 
person into disrepute because of 
acts, conduct or qualities attributed 
to him; injure a person in his office 
whether it be a public or any other 

• office, or in his business, vocation or 
profession; bring a person into dis- 
repute because of his origin or reli- 
gion...” 

The respondent was acquitted of 

- the charge. The magistrate held that, 
although the articles were defama- 

~ - tory, “the intent to injure” had not 
been proved since the oourt was 
convinced that the respondent be- 

- Heved he was fulfilling his duty as a 
journalist. 

The magistrate added that the 

- respondent was also entitled to the 
defence provided by section 14 of the 
law under which the publisher was 
not liable if the matter published was 

• true and the publication was in the 
public interest. 

He held it was true there were 

• suspicions against the appellant, and 
the post held by the appellant on the 
board brought the publication within 
“the public interest.” 

AN APPEAL fay the appellant toihe 
District Court haying been dismis- 
sed, he appealed by leave to the 
Supreme Court. 

The first judgment of the Supreme 
Court was given by Justice Eiiezer 
Goldberg. In contending that the 
intent of the respondent to injure the 
appellant had been proved, he said, 
appellant’s counsel had relied on the 
rules of evidence that a person most 
be presumed to have intended the- 
natural consequences of his acts, and 
also that foreseeing that it is highly 
probable- that a particular act will 
cause certain consequences is 
equivalent to an intention to create 
those consequences. 

Counsel for the respondent had 
argued that “intent to injure” in 
section 6 referred to proof of an 
improper, ancillary motive, not in- 
herent in the defamation itself, 

„ which induced the publisher to an as 
* be did. 

It was therefore dear, respon- 
dent’s counsel submitted, that a 
journalist who published material 
with the sole object of fulfilling his 
journalistic duty, as the magistrate' 
bad held, did cot intend to injure, 
and the rules of evidence cited in 
support of the appellant were inap- 
plicable. 

It was dear from the definition in 
section 1. and other sections of the 
above law. Justice Goldberg con- 
tinued, that an almost inevitable 
result of any publication of defama- 
tory matter was injury to the victim. 

It was also d ifficul t to test the mean- 
ing of the expression in question by 
considering the distinction between 
4 “intention” - the desire to do a 
t particular act - and “motive" - the 


No intent 
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desire to procure the consequences 
of that act, a desire induced by 
feelings of hate or revenge. 

Moreover, since damage to the 
victim was a natural result of the 
publication, and necessarily foresee- 
able as a “highly probable consequ- 
ence,” the two rules of evidence 
referred to added little in this con- 
text. 

On the other hand, the Sapieme 
Coart had not hesitated to apply the 
foreseeability rule to the offence of 
criminal trespass under section 447 . 
of the Penal Law of .1977 in which the 
“intention to annoy,” a basic ele- 
ment of the offence, was not neces- 
sarily a consequence of the trespass 
itself. 

JUSTICE GOLDBERG then held 
that in adding to the- civil wrong 
described in section 7 of the above 
law the criminal offence described in 
section 6, the legislature did not 
intend to create parallel situations, 
but to restrict the criminal offence as 
a tool in the hands of the victim to 
extreme cases only. 

It was a matter of seeing the same 
facts from different angles, having 
regard to the different nature of the 
interests to be protected by the two 
different remedies. . 

Blurring the distinction between 
the civil wrong and the offence by 
widening the scope of the offence 
would disturb the balance sought by 
the legislature between freedom of 
expression and the right of a person 
to ins good name. 

Widening the offence by eliminat- 
ing the requirement of the “intent to 
injure” would, necessarily restrict 
freedom of expression- because of 
the publisher’s fear that he would be 
involved in a criminal offence and ' 
liable to punishment. 

As Justice Shamgar had held, 
“Freedom of expression and a statu- 
tory. provision restrict in g that free- 
dom do not enjoy the same status. 
Where the fangnapp of the law so 
allows, freedom of expression must 
always be upheld in preference to a 
provision which seeks to restrict it.” 

The dear result was that applying 
the foreseeability test to the present 
case would, mean frustrating the in- 
tention of the legislature, which 
added the -element of- “intent to - 
injure” purposely to distinguish be- 
tween the offence and the civil 
wrong. 

The magistrate had found that the 
respondent did not intend to injure 
the appellant, and there was no 
reason to disturb that finding. The 
conclusion was, therefore, that a 
necessary element of the offence had 
not been proved. Justice Goldberg 
accordingly proposed that the 

appeal be dismissed. 

JUSTICE AHARON Barak concur- 
red. The key to the present case, he 
said, was the meaning of the express- 
ion “intent” in section 6. Tins ex- 
pression *had different meanings for 
the philosopher and the psycholog- 
ist, and yet a different meaning for 
the jurist. Its usual and natural 
meaning was foreseeing the con- 
sequences of a particular act, and 
desiring those consequences. It 
could still have another, not usual 
and natural, but still recognized 
meaning, and that was foreseeing 
the consequences of a particular act 


as something almost certain, even if 
there was no desire to achieve that 
result. 

As was said by Glauville Williams, 
discussing the mental element in 
crime, “The actor can be taken to 
intend not only the consequences he 
-positively desires, but also other 
consequences known to be insepar- 
able from die consequences he de- 
sires, even though they are not them- 
selves desired... A consequence is 
taken to be desired if it is foreseen as 
certain, even though not desired.'’ 

This interpretive approach was 
not artificial, and did not create 
“constructive intent.” ft meant 
choosing the proper legal meaning 
for the expression in question within 
its particular context. It was possi- 
ble, as was done by Professo r Teller , 
to develop a general theory that 
'intent” was established if there was. 
a high probability of a particular 
consequence ensuing. 

It all depended, however, on the 
language and purpose of the particu- 
lar statute. As Gianville Williams 
put it. “While the general idea is 
right, it would be well to qualify it by 
giving the court the right to extend 
intention to cases... where it would 
be contrary to the purpose of the law 
or contrary to justice.” 

Thus, the Supreme Court had held 
that the “intention to annoy” in 
criminal trespass was proved if there 
was a high probability that the pos- 
sessor of the property would be 
annoyed, and similarly in crimes of 
espionage under sections 111 and 
113 of the Penal Law, the “intention 
to impair the security of the state” 
was proved where the accused knew 
it was highly likely that the informa- 
tion be imparted to the enemy agent 
would produce that result, even if he 
(fid not desire it. 

On the other hand, it had been 
held that in the crime of murder, it 
was essential to prove that the ac- 
cused actually intended the fatal re- 
sult. Justice Moshe Labdaufaad held 
that murder “demanded a specific 
intention, the desire to kill, this 
feature giving this offence its parti- 
cularly serious character. 

“A man is not to bear the sign of 
Cain unless it is proved, by director 
substantial circumstantial evidence, 

- that- he-personaUy -desired ter kill. 3 * — 
This was an outstanding example of 
the interpretive approach. 

THE EXPRESSION “intent to in- 
jure” in section 6 must be inter- 
preted so as to give effect to the 
purpose fought by the legislature. 
Justice Barak continued. That pur- 
pose undoubtedly was to distinguish 
between civil and criminal responsi- 
bility, restricting the latter as against 
the former. Even this conclusion, 
however, would not solve die pre- 
sent problem, for both the tests of 
criminal responsibility- the desire to 
injure, or knowledge of a high prob- 
ability of injury - were more strin- 
gent than the test of civil responsibil- 
ity under sections 7 and 1 of the Law, 
winch spoke of publication “which 
may cause damage.” 

Since the language of the law and 
its legislative history did not enable a 
dear interpretation of its provisions 
the judge must resort to general 
principles, not repeated in every 
law, which constitute “normative 
material” applicable to all laws. “A 


law .does not stand alone, detached 
from reality. It develops skin and 
sinews within the framework of a 
given political and legal system. It is 
part of a general structure built on 
existing foundations of law and gov- 
ernment.” 

These general principles included 
equality, justice, and morality-. They 
embraced the aim of society to 
achieve the separation of powers, 
the rule of law. freedom of express- 
ion, ritual and occupation, the digni- 
ty of the indivi dual judicial purity. 

the peace and security of the com- 
munity , the democratic values of the 
state and its very existence. They 
included good faith, natural justice, 
fairness and reasonableness. 

“It is not the duty of the judge to 
interpret the law mechanically. He 
must probe deeply, weigh the wel- 
fare of society and the individual, 
justice and equity, and other similar 
features to reach a correct assess- 
ment of the intention of the legisla- 
ture.” 

The list of principles was not ex- 
haustive. They often led in one 
direction only', but sometimes in 
different and opposite directions. In 
that case, the judge must assign to 
each of them its proper place and 
importance in the dscumstances. 
and strike a balance between them. 

FOUR BASIC principles formed' 
the “normative material” in inter- 
preting section 6 - die right of the 
victim to his good name, the pah- 
fisher’s freedom of expression, the 
personal freedom of the publisher 
from criminal sanctions, and the wel- 
fare of the comm unity. A balance 
must be struck between these princi- 
ples. 

In his view, said Justice Barak, the 
legislative purpose behind the cri- 
minal sanction in the present case 
was the protection of the public 
interest, the individual's interest in 
his good name being sufficiently pro- 
tected by his rivfl remedy for dam- 
ages. 

This public interest was covered 
by the expressi on “intent to injure” 
in section 6. This interest must take 
into account not only the balance 
between freedom of exp r ession and 
a man’s right to Ins good name, but 
also a man ’s freedom from cr iminal 
sanctions and the public welfare. 

The necessary protection of the 
public welfare was achieved by ap- 
plying the cr iminal sanction when 
the pubkation was directed at injur- 
ing a man’s good name - when, for 
example, the publisher acted “with 
evil intentions and vicious motives,” 
or out of “willfulness and wicked- 
ness.” 

Defamation in snch circumstances 
justified not only civil bat also cri- 
minal liability. Personal freedom 
and freedom of expression had to 
yield where actual intention to injure 
another was proved. The intent to; 
Lajure justified' pfibTjc mterventiori 
to defend die individual, for in sndfa 
case the public interest itself was 
affected. 

That interest was not so affected 
where the injury to the victim was 
not actually desired, but only to be 
anticipated as a “high probability.” 

. Since in the present case. Justice 
Barak concluded, it had not been 
proved that the respondent acted out 
of the desire, purpose or motive to 
injure the appellant, there was no 
reason for holding him c riminally 
liable. 

Justice Shlomo Levin agreed with 
his colleagues. 

For the above reasons, the appeal . 
was dismissed, and the appellant 
ordered to pay the respondent’s 
costs in the sum of 800,000 shekels, 
with interest and linkage according 
to law. 

Advocates Michael Caspi and 
Eran Peles appeared for the appel- 
lant, and advocate Moshe Mozer for 
the respondent. 

The judgment was given on Au- 
gust 1,1985. 
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Foreign trade pioneer

MOSHE B ARTUR, who passed 
away m Herzliya last month and 
whose shloshim is marked today, 
was one of the early architects of 
Israel’s foreign economic policy. ' 

Serving as deputy director and 
then as director of the Foreign 
Ministry's economic department 
during the first decade of Israel's 
independence, Bartur negotiated 
and signed trade agreements with 
several countries. 

Pacts signed with European na- 
tions paved the way for a closer trade 
relationship with the European 
Community and the lifting of some 
customs restrictions on Israeli-made 
goods in Europe. Demand for Israeli 
products has been high ever since, 
thanks in part to the groundwork 
laid by Bartur. 

A man of strong will and enter- 
prise, he also served two years as 
deputy director-general of the Fore- 
ign Minis try and five years as Israeli 
ambassador to the United Nations 
office in Geneva.

While serving as ambassador to 
Japan and non-resident envoy to 
South Korea from 1966, be helped 
strengthen Israel’s political and 
trade relations with the Far East. 

BARTUR was bom in Poland in 
1919, and grew up and was educated 
in Germany. He arrived here in 1938 
and was one of the founders, and 


later secretary and treasurer, of Kib- 
butz Gal-EdfL 

In 1946, he was one of the 25 
candidates selected from 600 stu- 
dents who wished to enrol in the 
Jewish Agency's diplomatic school, 
founded in anticipation of the crea- 
tion of the Jewish State. 

He was a brilliant student and, in 
1948, became one of the first officers 
-of the newly-created Foreign Minis- 
try. He earned the reputation of 
being a hard worker who was skilled 
in negotiations. He was always direct 
and outspoken, and he had little 
time or patience for red tape. 

While serving in Japan, his work 
was handicapped by the severe ill- 
ness of his first wife, Ursula. 

He resigned from the ministry in 
1972, but continued to serve as an 
independent adviser to commercial 
firms engaged in Far Eastern trade. 

Bartur is survived by his second* 
wife, Grace, children from his first 
marriage - Dorit, who married a 
femora Japanese artist, Mich* 1 and 
Gacfi - and four grandchildren.

MOST PEOPLE who own a female 
dog and who have chosen not to have 
her spayed will, sooner or later, 
deride to let her have puppies. At 
least one hopes that this is something 
they have derided on and not that it 
just happened, as is so often the 
case. 

Raising a litter of puppies, parti- 
cularly in a city apartment, is not a 
joke and should not be undertaken 
without some serious thought being 
applied to the matter. 

First and foremost is the question 
of questions: just what win you do 
with that litter of puppies? They are 
cute and lovable and a delight to 
watch, but in the end they may not 
be wanted by anyone. Animal shel- 
ters are full of cute puppies which did 
not find homes. 

Nor can you depend on the fact 
that so-and-so once said.“If she ever 
has puppies. 1 want one.” Things 
may have changed in the meantime 
and. in fact, be or she may not have 
meant the remark seriously. 

Even if your bitch is pure-bred and 
you breed to a suitable male produc- 
ing a pure-bred litter, you still can- 
not be sure of a good home for the 
puppies so you~should study the 
situation in advance. 

Here's a word of advice that some- 
times gets rejected on the spot. Do 
not give your puppies away. Sell 
them. Even if they are mix-breed 
pups, you should sell them for at 
least enough money to cover the 
expense of raising them. 

Many people shy away from this 
advice . feeling it is nicer to give them 
away and not to “make a business of 
them." The truth is if you want a 
good home for a pup, you have a 
better chance of getting one if you 
sell it. 

It is a sad commentary on human 
nature, but people do value the 
things they pay for more than the 
things they get for free. The person 
who objects to paying a few 
thousand shekels for a pup will most 
likely be unwilling to pay several 
thousand shekels for veterinary 
care. 

I have been raising dogs for more 
than 25 years and I can still count on 
one hand the people I am willing to 
give a dog as a gift. In every case, 
these are people who have had dogs 
and whose relationships with their 
dogs I am familiar with. 

THE SECOND thing to remember 
is that you will have the puppies with 
you for six or, preferably, seven 
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weeks. While small puppies in the 
basket or whelping box are qo prob- 
lem, since the bitch takes care of 
them herself, by the time they are 
past four weeks old. they are already 
. a problem. Usually by the sixth week 
eveiyone is out of patience and 
wondering why they ever thought of 
having puppies at all. 

It is common for people to start 
parcelling out the pups at five and 
even four weeks of age but this is not 
a good practice. The young pup 
needs its mother and littermates very 
much at this time. Removing it from 
them is cruel and damaging, 
although I have heard at least one 
vet endorse the practice. 

If you have decided to have a litter 
of pups around the place, here are a 
few important tips you may need. 

When the bitch is about four 
weeks pregnant, take her to your vet 
for a booster immunization against 
parvo virus. This will increase the 
pups’ passive immunity until they 
are old enough to get their vaccina- 
tions. 

Parvo virus arrived in Israel a few 
years ago and has caused the death 
of innumerable puppies. 

Keep the bitch in good condition 
with daily walks throughout preg- 
nancy. Do not over feed her, but by 
the fifth week it is best to divide her 
food into two meals since the grow- 
ing litter causes pressure and in- 
digestion if her stomach is too full: 

Choose a quiet place with little 
access to visitors for the whelping 
box. Even gentle bitches sometimes 
become extremely protective when 
they have pups. The last thing you 


warn is to have to send the bitch and 
pups to quarantine because she 
snapped at someone who got too 
near the puppies. The time for visit- 
ing is when the pups are out of. the 
box and relatively mobile. 

WHATEVER you do, keep the 
pups and their living area scrupu- 
lously clean. Newspapers are the 
owner's best friend. The pup that is 
raised clean stays clean. It is easier to 
house- train and win almost auto- 
matically go to a newspaper on the 
floor for its toilet needs if it has been 
used to this material in the whelping 
box. 

Trim the pups' toenails with ordin- 
ary manicure scissors at two to three 
weeks of age. At this age, they begin 
to scratch the bitch while suckling 
and she may stop nursing them as a 
result. 

After 25 days, start feeding them a 
supplement such as oatmeal por- 
ridge with milk, cream of wheat or 
similar foods to take some of the 
load off the bitch, particularly if 
there are more than four pups. By 30 
days they can also have chopped, 
raw meat (no bone or fat) and dog 
kibble soaked to a consistency of 
porridge. 

Start with one supplementary 
feeding and increase until, by wean- 
ing at six weeks, they are eating five 
meals a day. Be sure there is plenty 
of fresh water; they will begin to 
drink when they begin to eat solid 
food. 

When the time comes for the pups 
to leave the bitch, take care not to 
separate her from them too sudden- 
ly. Take them away one at a time at 
48-hour intervals or more. In fitters 
of more than seven, you can some- 
times take away two at once. The 
bitch has to adjust to the new situa- 
tion, or she may develop swollen 
breasts and severe depression, 
sometimes accompanied by a fever. 

In every case, consult your vet if 
you are in doubt about anything 
concerning the pregnant or nursing 
bitch and the litter. 

• Also remember that tail docking 
must be done at two to three days of 
age. otherwise it is a major proce- 
dure. Be sure your vet is willing to do 
the docking since some vets refuse to 
do cosmetic surgery. 

I personally object to it, but the 
standard for some breeds in Israel 
does not allow one to show the breed 
if docking is not done. It is hard to 
get homes for the puppies, as well.

ECLAT. - Mayor Rafi Hochman has 
a lovely dream: within the next few 
years his. town will grow from its 
present * population of 20,000 to 
45,000, the breadwinners from 8,000 
to 16,200, and, above all. it will stop 
being a neglected orphan and be- 
come a flourishing city, bursting with 
energy around the year - despite the 
summer heat. 

But every previous mayor has had 
the same dream - and it remained a 
tantalizing vision. 

Hochman can at least say that 
Eilat is now booming. But whether 
he is riding a wave that will gradually 
pick up strength or will crash and 
subside On the beach, only time will 
tell. 

The present prosperity does wipe 
out many of the disappointments of 
the past - like the near knock-out 
blow delivered by the opening of the 
Suez Canal, which badly hurt the 
port of Eilat, and the closingdown of 
the Timna copper works. 

The hotels are bursting today: 
most of them reporting occupancy of 
90-100%. The reason: the S30G 
travel tax plus the 20% tax on the 
price of each ticket. Thousands of 
Israelis rediscovered Eilat. They 
constitute about 80% of all tourists 
to the city today. 

“They are both a blessing and a 
curse/’ one hotelier said. “True, the 
hotel rooms are full with tourists, but 
wben the Israelis leave, the hotel 
rooms have been stripped clean of 
towels, sheets, and beach robes.” 
Several hotels have started taking 


inventory after each guest leaves, 
and adding the missing items to the 
bill. 

“But whom can we charge for the 
missing toilet seats in the public 
showers near the swimming pools, or 
for the door knobs?” 

But Hochman himself admits that 
if the Israeli tourists have established 
“an unparalleled international repu- 
tation for swiping things,” some of 
Eilat's shopkeepers, restaurant own- 
ers and hotel bars have also become 
famous for “ripping off” foreign 
guests. 

“They will charge a foreign visitor 
$24 for a very ordinary meal.” 

Hochman has just initiated a drive 
to stop this practice. His pet bitch is 
the high price of beer. 

“Remember, most of our foreign 
tourists come from northern Europe 
and are heavy beer drinkers; and 
many of them have been to places 
where beer is cheap, such as the 
Canary Islands and Greece.” 

His ambition is to force all food 
dispensing places to reduce the price 
of a bottle of beer to 40 cents - about 
one-third the present price. 

The Free Trade Zone - which is 
not really a free trade zone but a 
“reduced tax” area - will come into 
force on October 1. Foreign guests 
will be exempt from nearly all taxes. 
Israelis only from VAT - with the 
following exceptions (on which they 
will pay VAT): videos, colour TV, 
video cameras, dishwashers, 
stereos, deep freezers, and laundry 
driers. 

Israelis who try to smuggle any 
item north will have to pass through

customs control some 12 km north of 
Eilat “at a narrow pass, only 2.5 km 
wide, between the mountains and 
the Jordan Border.” 

The Free Trade Zone law should 
reduce the cost of living by 20-25% 
for Eilatis: not only will they enjoy 
exemption from the VAT. but wage 
earners and employers will get con- 
siderable income tax reductions. 

Ail this should be passed on to the 
tourists, and Hochman is taking 
steps (“we are now running checks 
on all businesses to determine their' 
present prices".) to make sine that 
the locals don’t pocket the differ- 
ence. 

The travel tax and the Free Trade 
Zone have convinced Hochman that 
it is time to start building more hotel 
rooms, perhaps doubling the present 
capacity over the next few years. 

He is also planning a series of 
international conferences, especially 
one for “bird watchers.” 

“We have two types of bird watch-

ers who come to Eilat. The first 
comes to study the migrations of 
birds southward during the hitter 
northern European winter and their 
return when the weather in northern 
Europe turns fair (the international 
conferences are for this. type). The 
second type comes to study the Scan- 
dinavian “birds and bunnies” on the 
beaches in the winter who go in 
heavily for topless sunbathing." 

Seven groups of Japanese 
businessmen have visited Eilat late- 
ly. They represent companies That 
make binoculars - and a good deal of 
their sales are to bird watchers. 

But Hochman grants that "Eilat 
cannot live by tourism alone.” He is 
highly interested in setting up a 
group of light industries, if possible 
high-tech. "Serious proposals have 
been received from a software firm, 
a ball-bearing company, and a jewel- 
lery manufacturer. A company that 
will provide telex and telephone ser- 
vices for these firms is also being 
formed. So far it has received ap- 
plications from 12 companies. 

The mayor also wants to expand 
the present output of the algae ponds 
and to introduce shrimp and oyster 
culture. 

“And of course, we would like to 
establish Israel's newest industry - a 
casino, where Israelis and others can 
come to gamble. This casino could 
either be a ship off-shore, or a three- 
storey building." 

But Hochman's greatest dream is 
to turn Eilat from “a town at the end 
of the road" to an international air 
juncture for planes from Europe to 
Africa and the Far East .

TEL AYTV. - The economy is mov- 
ing into a recession, according to a 
survey just completed by the Federa- 
tion of Israeli Chambers of Com- 
merce. 

The survey covers the first six 
weeks of the emergency economy 
policy (July and the first half of 
August), compared with the six 
weeks preceding July 1. A second 
comparison was made between July 
I9S5 and July 1964. A total of 113 
firms in 25 different fields of en- 
deavour were surveyed. 

The signs pointing to a recession 
are a drop of about 20% in sales 
during the first six weeks of the 
emergency economic plan, com- 
pared with the six preceding weeks, 
or of 30% if July of this year is 
compared with July 1984. 

But, the survey notes, the latter 
comparison is not valid, since last 
year “hundreds of thousands of 
Israelis were abroad.'" This July, 
most of them remained at home and 
could have bought - but did not. 

The reason for the drop in sales is 
both the price freeze, which con- 
vinces many persons not to rush out 
and. .buy, and the fact that wages 
have eroded considerably. 

Although many firms did dismiss 
workers, the “rate of dismissals did 
not keep pace with the drop in 
sales.” The reasons are twofold: 
many businesses are family affairs, 
and each of the members simply 
works fewer hours: and many firms 
prefer to keep highly-trained work- 
ers. especially since their wages have 
been eroded. 

The survey also notes that inven- 
tories are dwin dling and that there 
has been a drop in placing orders 
abroad for new supplies.

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Discount’s half-yearly earnings up

Israel Discount Bank, the coun- 
try’s third largest commercial bank, 
yesterday reported a sharp rise in 
inflation-adjusted profits for the first 
half of 1985. 

Net after-tax profits rose to IS11.8 
billion, compared to IS4.'5b. in. the 
first half of 1984, with all figures 
representing shekel values of May 
1985. 

The bank's balance sheet also 
moved strongly ahead, after being 
stagnant in 1984, and totalled 
IS 13,405b. on June 30, 1985, com- 
pared to IS 12 ,243b. at the end of 
1984. 

In the notes from the bank’s man , 
age meat that accompanied the pub- 
lication of the unaudited half-yearly 
figures, the underlying accounting 
quirk that caused these surprisingly 
good results is laid bare. The figures 


are calculated by adjusting between 
the index for May- the last known at 
the end of June - compared to the 
index for November, used for calcu- 
lating end-1984 figures. This rose by 
77.1%, while the exchange rate 
against the dollar rose by 97.6%. 

Since. Discount - perhaps to a 
greater extent than any other of the 
big banks - has a significant doliar- 
denominated balance sheet, notably 
from its large U.S. subsidiary, the 
Israel Discount Bank of New York, 
this statistical fact meant that its 
dollar assets soared in terms of 
inflation-adjusted shekels and the 
profits made overseas were similarly 
magnified. 

In this sense, the half-yearly re- 
sults of Discount - the first of the big 
b anks to report,' although the others 
wifl suffer from the same distortion - 
are a by-product of the era of pack- 


age deals and cannot be taken at face 
value. Since July 1 the rate of infla- 
tion has been well ahead of devalua- 
tion, so that the overall rise in the 
dollar and index has evened out. 

The half-yearly results also show 
pre-tax profits at IS29.6b., com- 
pared to IS13.8b. in 1984) and de- 
ductions for tax of lSl4.1b. 
(IS 10. 3b.). This relatively smaller 
proportion of profits going to taxes 
■ left after-tax profits several times the 
amount of the previous year. 

Discount’s subsidiary, Barclays 
Discount, jointly owned with the 
British Barclays group, recently re- 
ported half-yearly before-tax profits 
of IS11.3b., compared to IS3.4b. in 
first-half 1984. Here the tax bite was 
much greater, and after-tax profits 
were only IS2.84b., still well up on 
1984’s IS0.9b. equivalent. 

The balance sheet grew from 
IS655b. to IS707.5b. 


Hevrat Ha’ovdim replaces Hapoalim board

The board of management of the 
Histadrut holding company Hevrat 
Ha'ovdim yesterday authorized a 
near-total replacement of the board 
of the conglomerate’s banking sub- 
sidiary, Bank Hapoalim, the coun- 
try’s second biggek bank. 

In a move which analysts de- 
scribed as a “fundamental reform" 
in the composition and structure of 
the board, its size was reduced from 
23 to 15 and only two of the outgoing 
members were renominated. 

This shake-up of foe Hapoalim 
board is, according to a Hevrat 
Ha’ovdim statement, the first in a 
series of similar, moves in the board- 
rooms of the other large sub- 
sidiaries, including Hassneh Insur- 
ance, Koor Industries and the Soleh 
Boneh construction firm. This repre- 
sents foe implementation of a new 
policy introduced by Histadrut 
Secretary- General and Hevrat 
Ha'ovdim chairman Yisrael Kessar, 
whereby the size of these boards is 
being cut back, and the tenure of 
their members limited to six years. 
Since most of foe incumbents have 
been members for longer periods, 
they are automatically out of foe 
running for re-election . 


In foe case of Hapoalim, foe old 
faces on the board, such as Naftali 
Blumenthal of Koor, Amos Eran of 
Mivtahim and Shraga Rotman of 
Sole] Boneh are all out. Only Giora 
Gazit, chairman of the management 
board of Hapoalim, and Amiram 
Si van , boss of Tens and on the board 
less than foe statutory six yean, are 
left in. 

The current chairman, Ephraim 
Reiner, will stay bn until November 
3. when he will resign and hand over 
to Prof. Eitan Berglas of Tel Aviv 
University, foe former director of 
the Treasury’s budget division. 
Berglas is currently on the board of 
Baltic Leumi as a pub Kc nominee and 
will (presumably) resign this post in 
the near future. Reiner is described 
as responding to Kessar’s request 
and will devote all his time to 
Hapoalim's U.S. subsidiary, Ampal. 

In the background of this revamp- 
ing of the board are the new. direc- 
tives on the subject expected to be 
issued soon by Examiner of Banks 
Galia Maor, as well as reforms likely 
to be proposed by the Bejski com- 
mission on the bank share collapse 
when it winds up its proceedings. 
Reiner is foe first of the 16 persons 
warned by the Bejski commission 
that they are likely to be injured by

TOURISM BRIEFS

A' GROUP of travel agents and 
sports writers from Canada is now 
touring the country as guests of El A1 
and Foreign Tours of Canada in 
order to acquaint them with the 
possibilities of Israel as a destination 
for winter water sports.

Bonds continue rising

The main focus of activity yester- 
day switched to the bond market, 
where volume soared to almost IS6 
billion and prices continued their 
upward trend - particularly in the 
dollar-linked bond sector. 

This relative gain in foe import- 
ance of bond trading comes after a 
period of very low trading volumes 
in bonds, and is further evidence of 
foe change in market sentiment from 
the atmosphere that existed a few 
weeks ago. At that time, bonds were 
sliding dramatically and all investor 
attention was focused on the share 
market. Now however, a rough ba- 
lance has been achieved, and the 
bond market has been rising so far 
this week while shares have fallen 
back. 

ffhe share piarket yesterday was 
sluggish, although still improved 
compared to the sharp falls on Sun- 
day. 

Most analysts are now much 
less comfortable with the share mar- 
ket than previously, given foe high 
level prices have reached since the 
rally began in early July and in view 
of foe spate of bad business - some- 
times even bankruptcies - surround- 
ing stock market-registered com- 
panies in recent weeks. 

It is being suggested that mutual 
funds are hanging back, and rather 
than increase their share portfolio 
are looking for ways of selling to cash 
in profits.

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A new look 


A MERE four and a half years after the replacement of the old 
lira (pound) with the shekel, the shekel is in turn making way 
for the “new shekel.” Next Wednesday the birth is to be 
officially announced of NS1 - one new shekel - worth IS 1,000, 
or one thousand old shekels. 

This new development is above all an acknowledgement of 
the hurricane force of inflation that has reduced once respect- 
able denominations to virtual rubbish. Things have come to 
such a pass under inflation that the production of a 131,000 
note costs more than twice its value. And cash registers, so it is 
alleged, have come to face near insurmountable difficulties 
coping with the lengthening rows of zeros. So sooner or later it 
would have been necessary to lop off some of these. 

The buth of the shekel, in February 3980, was attended by 
official explanations from the finance minister, Yigal Hurvitz, 
which made it seem as though the country was on the threshold 
of a bright new economic era. Mr. Hurvitz's intentions were 
honourable, but the technical monetary change he presided 
over signalled no substantive reform whatever. A valuable 
opportunity was missed, and what followed soon enough was 
the orgy of populist profligacy devised by Yoram Aridor, which 
he labelled “correct economics,” and which in time brought the 
economy to the predictable verge of bankruptcy. 

The incumbent finance minister, Yitzhak Moda'i, is treading 
carefully. The introduction of the new shekel, he concedes, is a 
strictly technical move, conceived as far back as 1983, which 
should simplify economic calculation. It is in no way related to 
the government's emergency economic programme. Neverthe- 
less Mr. Moda'i hopes that this technical move will have a 
salutary psychological effect by helping stabilize the economy. 

There is, however, no reason to expect even that much from 
the new shekel. If anything, it is likely to have the opposite 
effect, at least for a start. 

Like the ordinary citizen, Mr. Moda’i will soon discover that 
prices are increasing rather than staying fixed. For they will be 
rounded not to the nearest new agora, as they are supposed to 
be rounded, but - in the best of cases - to the nearest 10 new 
agorot. Thus consumers will have to pay NS1.S instead of 
NS1.48, and NS2.6 rather than NS1.59. This seemingly little 
difference alone will add a few percentage points to the rate of 
inflation, and just at a time when - according to Mr. Moda'i 
himself - price stability is the consummation most devoutly to 
be wished. 

But this is not all. Old shekels are scheduled to disappear 
from circulation only a year after the debut of the new ones. 
The confusion bound to arise from the multiplicity of legal 
currencies, too. is not likely to have a calming effect. 

In the long run the new shekel will, without a doubt, make 
life easier for the individual Israeli and for the government. The 
practical necessity for it has been felt for quite some time, and it 
will not abate. But the tuning of its injection into the economy is 
bad. and should preferably have been put off - until the 
stabilization policy has proved a success. Now all that the 
Knesset can do is to ratify a decision already taken . 


Extra-territorial 


ON THE FACE of it, Mea She'arim is simply a Jerusalem 
neighbourhood inhabited by the ultra-orthodox who call them- 
selves Neturei Karta. From the behaviour of its denizens, 
however, it could be judged an autonomous state on some 
other planet. 

Mea She’arim will not let anyone live within its confines who 
does not adhere strictly to the Shulkhan Aruch - and never 
mind the right of Jews (non-Jews are not even worth consider- 
ing in this context) to live anywhere they choose in Eretz 
Yisrael. In fact it makes life fairly impossible for anyone 
violating the code, however minimally, who resides on its 
outskirts. And sometimes it even tries to force people in distant 
neighbourhoods into its own mould. 

The police, traditionally, do not go out of their way to keep 
Mea She’arim within the law - the civil law, that is - which it 


spurns. 

But sometimes Mea She’arim goes overboard. Not content 
to put the fear of God into the hearts of women passing through 
in what is deemed to be “immodest dress,” the haredim may 
demonstrate God's wrath through physical assault. That is what 
happened last Friday. This time a conscientious policeman 
went out to apprehend the suspected culprits, and on spotting 
one of them, handcuffed the man, with intent to bring him to 
the police station. 

The policeman’s reward was savage beating by several dozen 
of the local haredim who rushed to the prisoner's defence 
and forcibly released him . 

On Sunday one of these hooligans was arrested. Tradition 
notwithstanding, it may be hoped that he will stand trial, and 
get his just deserts. For it is surely time to impress on the Mea 
She'arim community that it cannot claim the benefits of Israeli 
statehood and remain a law unto itself. 

At least, some definite limits must be placed on Mea 
She’arim's self-decreed autonomy.

Modem answer 


to Orthodoxy

EVEN TO THE comparative “out- 
sider’-' it is clear how wide is the gap, 
how deeply-rooted'the polarization, 
between the Orthodox and the secu- 
lar communities in Israel. 

Indeed, you don't need to be in 
the country very long before some- 
one, in my case, a taxi driver, asks: 
"Are you dad or hUonTl” I found it a 
difficult question to answer. I do not 
consider myself hiloni, either in 
terms of my life style or in terms of 
the values, attitudes and ideas that 
form the metaphysical underpinning 
of my life. Yet to say “I am dad ’’ is 
also not accurate, certainly not in the 
sense that the taxi driver meant it. 

Historically, both Judaism and the 
outside world found the one word 
“Jew” to be sufficiently descriptive. 
In a fragmented Jewish world, 
though, qualifying adjectives be- 
come necessary - Reform, Ortho- 
dox, Conservative and so on. Even 
dad has its 'own internal subdivi- 
sions. 

But the question raised by the 
debates over the issue goes beyond 
matters of vocabulary or labels. 

Reading some of the articles 
which both analyze and, explicitly or 
implicitly, deplore what Orthodoxy 
is and does, I am reminded of a 
curious phenomenon called ""vica- 
rious Judaism,” exemplified for me 
by a speaker who once addressed my 
synagogue on “Current Events in 
Israel.” 

It was at the time of the Ramot 
Road “troubles,” and she was asked 
about the activities of the ultra- 
Orthodox. Having given some back- 
ground to these, she described the 
Orthodox community as “the people 
who preserve Judaism for us.” 

That appended “for us” was in- 
structive. This is, of course, Ortho- 
doxy’s self-image, for it sees itself as 
“keeping the torch of Judaism alight 
for ail of Jewry.” But to hear this 
from somebody who said they were 
almost totally non-practising seemed 
strange indeed. It was as if the speak- 
er saw the existence of the Orthodox 


ELI HAZE’EV

Sir, - L.K. , a prison social worker, 
relaces some conversations which he 
claims to have had with the late Kach 
activist Eli Haze’ev when the latter 
was serving a sentence in the Beer- 
sheba jail in 1979 (Letters - July 31). 
According to L.K., Haze’ev spoke 
of his childhood, how he was ‘"perse- 
cuted by the other children for being 
Jewish” and how he found an outlet 
for his violent frustrations by partici- 
pating in “the activities of the Jewish 
Defence League" and “roaming the 
U.S. , assaulting Blacks, usually with 
a lead pipe.” L.K. concludes by 
citing Haze’ev’s remarks as a baas 
for the supposition that other Kach 
activists are now “likewise roaming 
this country, lead pipe(s) in band,” 
presumably in search of innocents 
upon to unleash their frustrations. 

The problem with L.K.’s analysis, 
however, is that its entire bads is 
false. Haze’ev’s “recollections” 
were simply untrue, probably made 
in jest. He could not have been 
“persecuted by the other children 
for being Jewish," for as a dud he 
was not Jewish - he only converted 
to Judaism as an adult; he did not 
participate in the activities of the 
Jewish Defence League - he was 
never involved with any JDL group 
in the U.S., and only joined the 
Kach Movement after immigrating 
to Israel and serving in the IDF; nor 
is there any evidence or documenta- 
tion whatsoever of any instance in 
which he assaulted people with a 
lead pipe. 

In short, L.K. failed to distinguish 
between fact and jest; he assumed 
that the tales he heard were true, 
apparently because they fit in neatly 
with his distorted preconceptions of 
the JDL and Kach.

HOW CONVENIENT to have such 
a group. Whenev er Orthodoxy says 
something “outlandish.** the secu- 
larists say. “How can you expect me 
to be religious if that is what religions 
people believe?" 

And yet. on the other hand, there 
is a sort of grudging admiration for 
such people who “stick to their 
guns" even if that means living an 
18th century. East European Juda- 
ism in 20th century Israel. 

They end up being seen as the 
guarantors of the survival of Juda- 
ism , though their expression of Juda- 
ism is such that the secularists would 
find personally unacceptable. Yet 
having "them" around gives a hech- 
sher, as it were, to their own reli- 
gious inactivity. 

The debates and newspaper arti- 
cles are good and sharp in their 
analysis. Yet ultimately they lack 
something- They stop just at the 
point where the inner logic of their 
argument seems to require some 
statement of a viable alternative. 

It is as if simply to demonstrate 
what "'baddies” the Orthodox are is 
enough to prove what "goodies'' the 
non-Orthodox are. 

The Orthodox are their own worst 
enemies in this respect Through their 
words and actions they bring about 
that which they most fear - the 
disaffection of Jews from Judaism. 
But little that they do makes us in 
any way examine, question or con- 
front oar own position and attitudes. 
Quite the opposite - we feel totally 
confirmed in the rightness of our 
position. 

Convenient and comforting 
though that may be. it is also an 
evasion of our responsibility. 

At least the Orthodox live true to 
their principles. They are prepared 
to use all means (fair, but also unfor- 


tunately. foul ones also) to put those 
beliefs into practice. If the “un- 
acceptable face of Orthodoxy” 
rules, it is not because they are in a 
majority, but because they are pre- 
pared to fight for what they believe 
and because the rest of the popula- 
tion seems to let tilings go by default. 


THE SECULARISTS' reaction 
seems to work on the assumption 
that “religious" can only mean ‘"reli- 
gious” as the word is defined by 
Orthodoxy. But surely to reject that 
definition 'does not mean the end of 
the attempt to define what “reli- 
gious" could mean in a non- 
Orthodox context? To do that is 
merely to throw out the baby with 
the bathwater. 

So the secularists seem to prefer a 
sort of passive collusion in the 
maintenance of the political and reli- 
gious monopoly of - for them - a 
fundamentalist and unacceptable 
Orthodoxy. For if there was not 
some form of coDusion at work, 
sorely those who disagreed with 
Orthodoxy would be more vigorous 
in their response to it. 

When people complain to me ab- 
out Orthodoxy. I ask them if they 
have explored other possibilities, 
such as the Reform, synagogue 
( that’s my label, after all ). 

Often they say. “Oh no, it’s not 
traditional enough for me.” To hear 
that from somebody who calls hiro- 
. self hiloni is as interesting and cu- 
rious as tire response of that speaker 
in my synagogue. 

WHAT IS IT that the secularists 
want? Oearly, they do not want to 
be imposed on at many levels in their 
lives by a religious minority. But 
beyond that, what? 

My point here is not so much to 
argue for Reform as to see in that 
response yet another manifestation 
of the lack of desire to explore other 
religious possibilities which in some 
way would challenge the position of 
Orthodoxy.
